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PROHIBITION 


ENFORCEMENT. . 

President Coolidge told the Washington corre ; 
spondents the government believed that citizens 
should take more local interest in the enforcement 
of prohibition law and not rely entirely on federal 
enforcement. He thought the federal government 
should act at the large sources of supply and citi- 
zens locally should see that local enforcement was 
effective. 

He did not mean that the government intended 
to make prohibition a local issue where wet com- 
munities would be wet and dry communities dry. 
There is local option under the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments, but not under the eight- 
enth. 

The day the President was talking of local en- 
forcement forty-eight Cincinnati policemen were 
indicted by the federal grand jury for Volstead 
offenses. Only one member of the night detective 
force escaped. The same day the American He 
brew printed an interview with Rabbi Adram 
Simon of Washington, president of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis, in which he said 
“the scandal of gacramental wine exemption calls 
to high heaven for redress.” 

The stumbling blocks of prohibition enforcement 
are inherent in the law. There are communities, 
and many of them, which believe the law to be 
an unjust invasion of their private life and as such 
‘unworthy of their respect. They are quite sure 
they have a conscience, but they. know this law is 
not on it. Communities which think otherwise do 
not need the law. They had local control with- 
out it. 8 

It is tnevitable that such a law will corrupt the 
agents to whom its enforcement is given. 


FIXING THE CASE. 

An investigation by Tau Trisune in the speed- 
ers’ courts revchled that fixing the case is common 
and easy. .The driver arrested fails to appear when 
his case is called. A warrant for him is ordered. 
“Capias” is marked on the sip attached to the 
complaint. Another slip marked “ Discharged" is 
substituted. The capias is not issued. The offend- 
er's case has been fixed and he is free.

Inventories of estates left by two 
wealthy men were filed yesterday in 
Probate court, while at the same time 
County Judge I. L. Weaver ruled that 
heirs to the $11,778,000 estate of Mrs. 
Nettie Fowler McCormick, widow of 
Cyrus H. McCormick, must pay a state 
inheritance tax of $1,453,206.99.
